Teen s organs 
help a record 
8 people live

A TEENAGER who died from a 
brain aneurysm has helped a 
record number of people, includ¬ 
ing five children, through organ 
donation. 

Jemima Layzell, who died aged 
13 in 2012, donated her heart, pan¬ 
creas, lungs, small bowel and 
liver. That meant Jemima, of Hor¬ 
ton near Ilminster, helped eight 
people. 

Her unique status has only just 
been recognised after NHS Blood 
& Transplant checked historical 
donor records for Organ Donation 
Week 2017. 

Jemima’s parents said she was 
clever, compassionate and cre¬ 
ative - and would’ve been very 
proud of her legacy. 

Sophy and Harvey Layzell said 
they knew Jemima was willing to 
be a donor because they had spo¬ 
ken about it a couple of weeks be¬ 
fore her death, after someone they 
knew had died. 

Sophy, 43, a drama tutor, said: 
“They were on the register but 
their organs couldn’t be donated 
because of the circumstances of 
their death. 

“Jemima had never heard of 
organ donation before and found it 
a little bit unsettling but totally 
understood the importance of it. 

“Everyone wants their child to 
be special and unique and this 
among other things makes us very 
proud.” 

NHS Blood & Transplant said no 
other donor had helped as many 
people. 

Jemima’s heart, small bowel 
and pancreas were transplanted 
into three different people - and 
two people received her kidneys. 


Her liver was split and trans¬ 
planted into a further two people 
and both her lungs were trans¬ 
planted into one patient. 

Normally, a donation results in 
2.6 transplants and NHS Blood & 
Transplant said eight was very un¬ 
usual. 

Sophy said: “Shortly after 
Jemima died, we watched a pro¬ 
gramme about children awaiting 
heart transplants and being fitted 
with Berlin hearts in Great Or¬ 
mond Street Hospital. It affirmed 
for us that saying no would have 
been denying eight other people 
the chance for life, especially over 
Jemima’s heart, which Harvey 
had felt uncomfortable about do¬ 
nating at the time.” 

Sophy and Harvey are now en¬ 
couraging parents to talk about 
organ donation. 

“Every parent’s instinct is to 
say no, as we are programmed to 
protect out child. It’s only with 
prior knowledge of Jemima’s 
agreement that we were able to 
say yes. Jemima was lovely - 
clever, funny, compassionate and 
creative - and we feel sure she 
would be very proud of her 
legacy.” 

Sophy, Harvey and Jemima’s 
sister Amelia run The Jemima 
Layzell Trust, which helps young 
people with brain injuries and 
promotes organ donation. 

NHS Blood & Transplant said 
hundreds of people are still dying 
unnecessarily while waiting for a 
transplant as too many families 
say no. 

The organisation said that last 
year 457 people died waiting for a 
transplant, including 14 children. 

There are currently 6,414 people 
on the transplant waiting list.

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Last chance to save Yarcombe pub 


A SMALL stone horse’s head, over 1,000 years 
old, has become the unlikely key figure in a 
Devon village’s fight to save one of the most his¬ 
toric and archaeologically important pubs in the 
South West. 

Nicknamed ‘Yarky’ by locals, the horse’s head 
is the hitherto hidden archaeological treasure 
which distinguishes The Yarcombe Inn, on the 
A30 between Honiton and Chard, as a landmark 
in medieval construction and a building of na¬ 
tional heritage status. 

So cherished is the little horse, which was 
found embedded in ancient stone foundations be¬ 
neath the pub, that campaigners have vowed to 
return Yarky to his ‘home’ should they be suc¬ 


cessful in winning back the ancient inn. 

“He has become the symbol of our campaign, 
he’s such a charismatic and endearing figure. 

“None of us will rest until we’ve returned him 
in some way to the pub and put him back behind 
the bar where he belongs,” declared Nick Randle, 
chairman of Yarcombe’s parish council and head 
of the drive to save the ancient hostelry. 

Supporting them in this plan is no less an estab¬ 
lishment than Exeter’s Royal Albert Memorial 
Museum, where Yarky is on display because of 
his historical importance and great archaeologi¬ 
cal significance.

also a rare depiction of a Norman horse halter 
and bridle, providing a whole new perspective on 
the true heritage and origins of the ancient pub 
building. 

Tom Cadbury, Curator of the Royal Albert Me¬ 
morial Museum, Exeter, said: “Yarky may be 
small but we can see how and why he is so impor¬ 
tant to everyone in Yarcombe. He is a rare sur¬ 
vival and a fascinating symbol the village’s 
history. 

“We want to do all we can to help the campaign¬ 
ers in their endeavours. ‘ 

Known officially as The Yarcombe Horse, 
Yarky was discovered beneath the pub’s deep cel¬ 
lar in the 1990s as part of a carved and sculptured 
decorative corbel stone which would have been 
part of the interior of a much earlier building. 

Because of the corbel’s ornamentation and flat 
surface from which Yarky’s head gazed down¬ 
wards, experts from the Royal Albert Memorial 
Museum conclusively dated it to the Norman era 
as the last remaining vestige of an ancient church 
and religious settlement on the historic pilgrim 
path from Cornwall to Canterbury. 

“Yarky is an absolute treasure as far as Yarco¬ 
mbe is concerned and his importance to us is 
huge and cannot be overstated. The pub is both 
his original home and a crucial link to a signifi¬ 
cant part of the village’s heritage. That is why we 
are striving so hard to save it,” points out Nick 
Randle. 

To this end, the village has formed an action 
group and launched its own dedicated crowd- 
funding campaign - via www.yarcombe.net - to 
be able to buy the pub before a November dead¬ 
line, when it will go on the open market after 
lying empty and dormant for the past 18 months. 

An attempt was made earlier this year to get 
planning permission for the ancient building to 
be converted into housing but this move was re- 
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jected by East Devon District Council after the 
village successfully applied for it to be formally 
nominated as an Asset of Community Value. 

Now, estate agents have been engaged and they 
have put it on the market with a £385,000 price 
tag. 

Under Asset of Community Value rules, the vil¬ 
lage is allowed a six-month period in which no 
other bids can be accepted whilst it tries to raise 
the cash to try and buy the pub. 

“We are going all out to galvanise the entire 
community of Yarcombe, the Blackdown Hills, 
Devon and South Somerset to get behind us and 
contribute to our fundraising campaign. 

“It doesn’t matter if people can manage only £1 
or £20, every penny counts,” said Mr Randle.

Top marks for Royal 
D&E stroke care 


THE Royal Devon and 
Exeter Hospital has 
become the first 
acute hospital in the 
South West to 
achieve a Grade A 
score for its stroke 
care since the na¬ 
tional stroke audit 
began in 2013. 

The A grade, 
awarded by the Sen¬ 
tinel Stroke National 
Audit Programme 
(SSNAP) for England, 
Wales and Northern 
Ireland for the period 
December 2016 to 
March 2017, is given 
only to trusts deliver¬ 
ing the very highest 
standards of care 
from initial emer¬ 
gency scanning and 
drug treatment 
through to therapies 
and discharge home. 

Only 16 per cent of 
stroke teams nation¬ 
ally achieved the top 
score and the audit 
programme refers to 
those achieving 
Grade A as 'world 
class' providers of 
stroke care. 

Dr Nicky Mason, 
Consultant for Stroke 
Medicine and Health¬ 
care for Older Peo¬ 
ple, said: "This is an 
extraordinary achiev¬ 
ement for the RD&E. 

"The stroke team is 
made up of a dy¬ 
namic and caring 


group of individuals 
who are passionate 
about their work. 

"Achieving a Grade 
A has only been pos¬ 
sible through the per¬ 
sistence and deter¬ 
mination of staff acr¬ 
oss many depart¬ 
ments to achieve the 
best for all patients. 

"A stroke can leave 
people with life¬ 
changing disabilities. 

"A stroke usually oc¬ 
curs without any 
warning so comes as 
a great shock to the 
affected individual 
and those close to 
them. 

"It causes great dis¬ 
tress to those af¬ 
fected. 

"Patients often 
need to come to 
terms with a new per¬ 
ception of vulnerabil¬ 
ity about themselves. 

"The goal of our 
care is to minimise 
any long-term dis¬ 
abilities. 

"Whenever possible 
we support people to 
regain independence 
in their own home." 

Each year the RD&E 
treats around 700 
stroke patients. 

It provides emer¬ 
gency stroke care on 
Clyst Ward, with in¬ 
tensive rehabilitation 
on Clyst and nearby 
Yealm Ward. 
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■ ILMINSTER'S Andrew Fox finished top of the 
table to win this year's Seaton Town Crying 
Contest. Mr Fox was accompanied by his wife 
and town crying escort Julie.

Plans for Devon & Cornwall Police 


to merge with Dorset constabulary 


DORSET and Devon & 
Cornwall Police have 
announced that they 
are considering merg¬ 
ing their resources to 
form one force that 
would cover most of 
the South West. 

The announcement 
came after the forces 
celebrated four years 
of their strategic al¬ 
liance programme, 
which they say 
has seen significant 
efficiencies and a bet¬ 
ter working partner¬ 
ship. 

Police and Crime 
Commissioners from 
both forces have in¬ 
formed the policing 
minister of their sup¬ 
port for the Chief Con¬ 
stables’ intention to 
actively explore op¬ 
tions and will consult 
with key stakeholders 
such as MPs and local 
councils over the next 
few weeks. 

If the conclusion is 
reached that the 
forces will join to¬ 
gether, it is expected 
to take place in time 
for the next PCC elec¬ 
tions in 2020, and it is 
expected that one com¬ 
missioner would over¬ 
see all of Dorset, 
Devon and Cornwall. 

In a joint statement 
Chief Constables 
Shaun Sawyer (Devon 
& Cornwall) and Deb¬ 
bie Simpson (Dorset) 
said: “The strategic al¬ 
liance has made sig¬ 
nificant progress 


helping us provide a 
more effective and ef¬ 
ficient policing ser¬ 
vice to the residents of 
our three counties. 

“We now see this as 
a timely opportunity 
to progress this al¬ 
liance further, includ¬ 
ing a potential aim to 
merge our resources 
and create a more re¬ 
silient police force. 

“Policing has faced 
some significant fund¬ 
ing challenges in re¬ 
cent years and we do 
not see this landscape 
changing. 

“To preserve local, 
neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing and deliver safe¬ 
guarding within our 
communities, as well 
as an ability to re¬ 
spond to emergencies 
and emerging threats 
as effectively as possi¬ 
ble, we view closer 
working as the only 
way forward.” 

Shared leadership is 
already in place acr¬ 
oss both forces with 
two deputy chief con¬ 
stables that share por¬ 
tfolio areas and direc¬ 
tors that lead support 
functions and busi¬ 
ness areas across both 
forces, as well as oper¬ 
ational commanders 
and heads of depart¬ 
ment in some areas. 

Both Chief Consta¬ 
bles added: “We have 
been able to make 
progress so far be¬ 
cause of our staffs 
hard work and con¬ 


scious effort to work 
in collaboration. 

“Our officers across 
Dorset, Devon and 
Cornwall have similar 
policing styles, values 
and priorities with 
cultures based on de¬ 
livering resilient 
and sustainable ser¬ 
vices to our communi¬ 
ties. 

“We feel that now is 
the right time to ex¬ 
plore whether a full 
merger between the 
two forces is possible. 

“We realise there 
may be statutory ob¬ 
stacles to overcome 
and there is a lot of 
work to be done to un¬ 
derstand the benefits 
and challenges ahead. 

“We will also ensure 
that the views and 
feelings of the public 
are taken into ac¬ 
count. 

“As a result, a deci¬ 
sion is unlikely to be 
made quickly but we 
are absolutely com¬ 
mitted to exploring 
the possibility of a 
merger in order to 
continue to provide a 
sustainable police ser¬ 
vice for all of our com¬ 
munities in the fut¬ 


ure. 

Martyn Underhill, 
Police Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for Dorset Po¬ 
lice, said: “I, along 
with Alison Hernan¬ 
dez [PCC for Devon & 
Cornwall Police], will 
be working with both 
Chief Constables over 


the months to come to 
understand how such 
a move could help us 
to keep our communi¬ 
ties safe across the 
three counties. 

“Naturally, I will 
make sure any deci¬ 
sion that is reached is 
fully informed by the 
opinion of the public 
that I serve. 

“I have made no se¬ 
cret about my con¬ 
cerns regarding pol¬ 
ice funding and the 
difficulties faced by 
forces during a time of 
ever-complex and in¬ 
creasing demand. 

“However, that does 
not mean that we 
should stop working 
tirelessly to make the 
best use of taxpayers’ 
money.” 

Police forces across 
the South West have 
seen their budgets cut 
dramatically and both 
forces have had to 
raise their percentage 
of precept to cover 
costs. 

A Band D property 
in Devon currently 
pays £176.28 of their 
yearly council tax to 
the police while in 
Dorset the figure is 
£194.58. 

Dorset Chief Consta¬ 
ble Debbie Simpson 
said it was likely that 
there would be an 
‘equalisation’ of the 
rate paid but it was a 
subject that still need¬ 
ed to be discussed at 
length. 

Tiverton and Honi- 


ton MP Neil Parish, 
has joined with sev¬ 
eral other MPs across 
the region in voicing 
his concern with the 
proposed move. 

Mr Parish said: “I 
am cautious about the 
merger of the forces. 

“Although I support 
measures to cut back- 
office costs, I am wary 
about how big an area 
the new force would 
have to cover. 

“Any merger must 
ensure we at least 
maintain our current 
level of policing and 
more money is in¬ 
vested in the front¬ 
line.” 

East Devon MP 
Hugo Swire said he 
was cautiously sup¬ 
portive over the poten¬ 
tial merger: “Having 
spoken to the Chief 
Constable of Devon 
and Cornwall Police 
and having gained as¬ 
surances on funding 
for our local police, 
I am cautiously 
supportive of this 
merger. 

“A more joined-up 
approach to policing 
in the South West is 
vital for a number of 
reasons, including en¬ 
suring that we have 
the correct staffing 
levels, coverage for 
both our urban and 
rural areas and so that 
we can combat terror¬ 


dquarters to continue 
to be based at Middle- 
moor in East Devon. 

“I will also be speak¬ 
ing to my other col¬ 
leagues in Parliament 
to ensure that Devon 
speaks with one voice 
in support of the local 
communities that we 
serve.” 


Police renew appeal 


POLICE have renewed an appeal for information 
about an assault in Chard, which took place last 
month. 

A woman was assaulted near the reservoir off 
Chaffcombe Road at about 4pm on Friday, August 
4th, and police have released a still image of 
footage featuring two people who may be able to 
help officers with enquiries. 

A police spokesperson said: “There are two peo¬ 
ple we have so far been unable to eliminate from 
our enquiries. 

“A woman was walking her dog near to a stream 
and a bridge and at about 4pm other dog walkers 
in the area heard a scream, before the woman 
stumbled towards people with serious head in¬ 
juries. 

“We believe the two people pictured here may 
have information that could help with our investi¬ 
gation. 

“We are also keen to talk to an 18-20 year old man 
with blonde hair, wearing a cream hoody and car¬ 
rying a rucksack in the area on the day. 

“There was also a white man, in a black hoody 
and black trousers, riding a dark-coloured moun¬ 
tain bike in the area at the time. 

“We believe he was also seen locally the day be¬ 
fore. He had a carrier bag over the handlebars of 
his bike in his right hand.” 

DS Lee Jones said: “This was a nasty unprovoked 
assault for which the motive is still unclear. 

“We would like anyone who was in the area at 
the time to come forward and identify themselves 
as they may have key information that could help 
in our investigation. 

“Forensic work is ongoing and thanks to help 
from the public we have over 120 lines of enquiry. 
But we feel that key piece of information is still out 
there. We hope identifying some of the people in 
the area on the day and talking to them will help 
us.” 

“We are also re-issuing an e-fit of a man we have 
been unable to identify, who was seen running 
away from the area. He is described as a white 
man, about 20-years-old, 6ft tall, medium build 
with a protruding stomach. 

“His face was round, very red, and he had blonde 
hair with a side fringe that went partially across 
his left eye. He was wearing a black hoodie and 
black trousers.” 

The woman was being treated for her head in¬ 
juries but is now in a stable condition.

Micro-enterprises 
deliver 3,500 hours 
of care each week 


ALMOST 300 community micro-enterprises 
are operating across Somerset to support 
people to live independently at home. 

Somerset County Council, St Margaret’s 
Hospice and the Somerset Community Foun¬ 
dation have worked with the social enter¬ 
prise Community Catalysts to deliver a 
project that helps people with good ideas to 
set up a very small help, care or support ser¬ 
vice. 

Now 3,500 hours of care are delivered each 
week by these local micro-enterprises which 
offer a flexible alternative to traditional ser¬ 
vices. 

In 2014 the county council recognised that 
people did not have enough choice and con¬ 
trol when selecting care and support services 
to help them live at home. 

To tackle the issue the council kick-started 
this innovative and forward-thinking project 
to grow more local, community-based carers 
to support people to stay independent at 
home. 

The project provides small start-ups and 
existing providers with practical informa¬ 
tion on everything from regulation to train¬ 
ing and sources of funding - as well as 
offering support, feedback and advice and 
signposting people to help on how to estab¬ 
lish a new venture or grow an existing enter¬ 
prise. 

Since the project started, 471 inquiries 
from Somerset people interested in running 
a community micro-enterprise have been re¬ 
ceived. 

Some 179 new community micro-enter¬ 
prises have set up to deliver care to people at 
home, offering anything from end-of-life care 
to dog walking and home-help services. 

An additional 96 established community 
micro-enterprises have been identified, en¬ 
gaged and supported. 

Cllr David Huxtable, cabinet member for 
adults’ services at Somerset County Council, 
said: “Local community micro-enterprises 
are filling a gap in the care market and giv¬ 
ing people the option to have a flexible, local, 
independent carer who can meet their needs 
and help them stay independent. 

“Now, 800 people are supported by commu¬ 


nity micro-enterprises in Somerset, includ¬ 
ing older people, people with a mental or 
physical illness and disabled people. 

“These people are now well supported at 
home by carers from their neighbourhood 
which means they can stay at home for 
longer and they are well connected to their 
community, contributing to avoiding loneli¬ 
ness.” 

Rhys Davies, from Community Catalysts, 
said: “We want people, wherever they live in 
Somerset, to get the help they need to lead a 
good life. 

“The project has shown how we can re¬ 
lease people’s capacity to care through work¬ 
ing with the energy and talent that already 
exists.

The fire within 
the loading machine ignited 
and destroyed 70kg of plas¬ 
tic powder. 

“The machine was 
slightly damaged by fire 
and smoke and the remain¬ 
der of the building was dam¬ 
aged by smoke.

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Hospital gets tough on smoking 

YEOVIL District Hospital is taking a tougher 
stance on smoking across its site in a bid to 
protect the health of patients, visitors and 
staff. 

A new smoke-free policy came into place 
on September 1, offering enhanced on-site 
support for those wishing to quit and 
tougher consequences for those in breach of 
the smoke-free status. 

Despite declines in smoking prevalence 
over recent decades, 12.3 per cent of adults in 
South Somerset still smoke and it remains 
the single largest cause of health inequalities 
and premature death. 

For every death caused by smoking, ap¬ 
proximately 20 smokers are suffering from a 
smoking-related disease. 

The new policy has a stronger emphasis on 
supporting smokers to manage their crav¬ 
ings and will see a greater presence of 
smoke-free advisers in the hospital, support¬ 
ing patients from the moment they are ad¬ 
mitted. 

It is hoped that by intervening at this opti¬ 
mum time, combined with continued sup¬ 
port, the hospital will give patients a greater 
chance of success in breaking the addiction. 

At the same time, hospital security will be 
stepping up their approach to tackling smok¬ 
ers and those responsible for smoking litter 
- this includes working with the council to 
enable them to fine those seen dropping 
cigarette ends. 

Dr Tim Scull, Yeovil District Hospital’s 
medical director, said: “As a hospital it’s es¬ 
sential that we set a responsible example to 
our community and protect the health of pa¬ 
tients, visitors and staff. 

“We simply cannot justify allowing people 
to smoke on our site, particularly in areas 
which create a second-hand smoke hazard to 
others - at best it’s an unpleasant inconve-

nience; at worst it can be distressing and 
dangerous. 

“Our message is simple; if you are coming 
to Yeovil District Hospital, as a patient or a 
visitor, you will not be able to smoke any¬ 
where on hospital grounds. 

“If you choose to smoke, you will be asked 
to move off site. We will also do our best to 
signpost you to available quitting support. 

“We know that quitting isn’t easy, but by 
being clear on our zero-tolerance approach 
and by directing people to support which is 
available within the hospital and in the com¬ 
munity, we can certainly help people to ad¬ 
dress their addiction.” 



As well as protecting people’s health, the 
hospital also wants to address the problem of 
smoking litter - a problem which costs YDH 
hundreds of pounds to clean up every month, 
and which causes a real nuisance to local 
residents. 

Working with the council, the hospital 
has placed two discreet smoking bins off-site 
and away from pedestrian entrances and 
exits. 

It has also pledged to help council enforce¬ 
ment officers to fine those seen dropping 
smoking litter. 

Dr Scull said “Every penny we spend on 
the daily task of clearing up smoking litter is 
money we could be spending on treating pa¬ 
tients. 

“If you do want to smoke when visiting us, 
all we ask is that you take a few additional 
steps away from the hospital entrances and 
exits to the off-site smoking 
bins. 

“A member of staff will be 
happy to direct you. 

“Every day in our hospital, 
we are treating people who are 
battling against the often-dev¬ 
astating effects of smoking. 

“The launch of our new 
smoke-free policy represents 
the start of a renewed, 
stronger commitment to help 
prevent smoking-related ill¬ 
nesses before they occur by 
making Yeovil District Hospi¬ 
tal truly smoke-free. 

“We hope local people will 
support us and help make 
this a success.”

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Mental-health charity 
aiming to raise £15,000 


THE Project aims to celebrate its fourth 
birthday in style this month - by raising at 
least £15,000. 

This would provide the youth mental- 
health charity with the remaining money 
needed to continue its services, including 
peer support groups in Chard and Axmin- 
ster, for another year. 

The Project, which is part of Action East 
Devon (registered charity number 1134611), 
provides a vital service for young people, 
who have mental- and emotional-health is¬ 
sues, aged 13 to 24 across South Somerset, 
East Devon and West Dorset. 

Through peer support groups, The Project 
supports up to 80 young people at any one 
time. Part-funded by Comic Relief, it raises 
matchfunding through donations and 
fundraising from organisations, groups and 
individuals. 

Providing a place in one of its support 
groups for a young person with mental- 
health issues costs The Project £1,200 per 
year, so it relies on the generosity of support¬ 
ers to keep this service free and accessible to 
all. 

The Project hopes that in running a suc¬ 
cessful crowdfunding campaign, it can se¬ 
cure the money needed to safeguard the 
immediate future of the service. 

Debbie Humberstone, The Project’s 
founder, said: “Since The Project opened 
four years ago, it has grown and expanded 
the support it offers so more young people 
are now able to benefit. 

“As it grows, the amount we need to raise 
each year to keep the service running also in¬ 
creases. 



“Grant funding is becoming harder and 
harder to secure, so in addition to generating 
our own income through our successful men¬ 
tal-health training courses, we are trying out 
crowdfunding as a way of raising funds. 

“So many young people now rely on our 
support to help them through difficult times, 
and we work tirelessly to keep our groups 
running. 

“We now ha¬ 
ve waiting lists

The groups provide young people with a 
safe, inclusive environment where they 
can participate in activities which 
teach them tools and skills that they can 
use to deal with their difficulties in everyday 
life. 

The Project also runs a monthly support 
group for parents and carers, works closely 
with schools to educate teenagers about men¬ 
tal health and delivers mental-health train¬ 
ing courses and workshops. 

The Project hopes to keep providing men¬ 
tal-health information, help and support well 
beyond its fourth birthday - the success of 
the #Support4September campaign will give 
it a head start.

Time to ring changes 
at old telephone box’ 

A TATWORTH woman has suggested that a re¬ 
dundant telephone box in the village should 
be turned into a book exchange. 

Jill White said that it is a 
shame that the iconic red 
kiosk, pictured, close to the 
parish church at the en¬ 
trance to the village off the 
A358 was just standing 
there but not serving any 
purpose. 

"There's nothing inside 
the phone box," she said. 

"BT have taken out the 
phone, so it is just a box 
without a phone. 

"But I'm sure the village 
could make use of this by perhaps turning it 
into a book exchange or a mini library. 

"I've seen this happen in other parts of the 
country and it's been a big success." 

Jill believes it would not take a lot of work 
to install some shelves and then fill the kiosk 
with books which people could borrow and 
return once they have read them. 

Redundant phone boxes have also been 
used to house potentially lifesaving defibrilla¬ 
tors. 

Ilminster Town Council has only recently 
agreed to buy a phone box in the Market 
Square from BT for a nominal £1 fee and in¬ 
stall the defibrillator which can be used by 
the public in the event of someone having a 
heart attack. 

But Tatworth already has three community 
defibrillators, so Jill believes the phone box 
could be used as a book exchange with peo¬ 
ple making a donation each time they use it 
- the money would go to charity. 

"I think it would be really good - it would 
be great to get a variety of books in there for 
people of all ages to enjoy," she said. 

"I hope Tatworth & Forton Parish Council 
will look into this and perhaps think about 
buying it from BT."

Concerns over 
‘dangers’ of petrol 
station shortcut 

PEDESTRIANS and cyclists are being asked to 
avoid using the Tesco filling station's fore¬ 
court in llminster as a shortcut. 

The petrol station on the corner of Orchard 
Vale and Ditton Street has sometimes been 
used by people who nipped across the 
forecourt on foot or bicycle to cut off going 
the "long way round" of the pavement or 
road. 

But there are concerns that this could lead 
to an accident on the busy forecourt, with 
motorists coming to and leaving the petrol 
station. 

One motorist was taken aback recently 
when he was about to pull away in his car 
after filling up when two young lads shot in 
front of him on the forecourt on a bike and 
child's scooter. 

"They looked back at me and put their 
hands up to apologise, so they obviously 
knew what they'd done had been a bit 
stupid," said the motorist. 

"But it was just lucky when they did it. They 
came from behind across the pump islands 
in front of me at quite a speed just as I was 
turning the engine on. 

"If they'd been a second or two later I'd 
have been pulling away and they might have 
collided with me. 

"It was dangerous and it would seem com¬ 
mon sense that a petrol station's forecourt is 
not really the place for children to be riding 
through on bikes and scooters. 

"If they do, it won't be long before there 
is an accident and somebody is seriously 
hurt." 

A spokesman for the Tesco store in llmin¬ 
ster said the incident was not the first. The 
store has now requested that people refrain 
from using the petrol station's forecourt as a 
shortcut. 


ILMINSTER Cricket Club held a short cere¬ 
mony to unveil two new plaques on its 
memorial bench in memory of two stalwarts 
who died last year. 

Tony Rice and Keith Harper died in 2016, 
having been involved with the cricket club 
for many years. 

Mr Harper died in November after a 
bravely fought illness. He started playing 
both cricket and football in the early 1960s 
and during his time with llminster CC he 
was 1st XI captain, Sunday XI captain, club 
chairman, treasurer, fixtures secretary, club 
secretary and groundsman. 

Mr Rice died the previous month at the age 
of 75 following a long battle with Parkinson’s 
disease and is widely regarded as Ilminster’s 
greatest all-round sportsman, having 
chalked up notable achievements in football 
and cricket. 

His involvement with llminster CC lasted 
some 60 years including 17 successive sea¬ 
sons as captain. 

Mr Rice was also groundsman for more 
years than can be remembered, and he ended 
up with 11,000 runs and many wickets and 
catches to his name for the club. 

Family and friends of Mr Harper and Mr 
Rice gathered at the club’s headquarters, 
now named the Tony Rice Bar, on the llmin¬ 
ster Recreation Ground for the unveiling cer¬ 
emony of the plaques on the memorial 
bench. 

“It was a great tribute to some great club 
members,” said a spokesman for llminster 
CC. 


Later that day the llminster CC 1st XI won 
a thrilling West of England Premier League 
game against Taunton Deane in the final 
over with Craig Rice, Tony Rice’s son, hit¬ 
ting two massive sixes. 


The memorial bench was first unveiled in 
June 2016 in memory of Richard Crabb, Viv 
Joslyn, Billy Parsons and Pete Hurford, all 
valued supporters and players of llminster 
CC.

Ninety holes of 
golf in a day? 
That’s ‘bonkers’ 

TWO friends from Numatic International 
Ltd in Chard decided to give themselves a 
"bonkers" golf challenge to help raise 
money for Cancer Research UK and St 
Margaret's Somerset Hospice.

SOMERSET County Council’s road safety team 
is reminding motorists to steer clear of alcohol 
when driving or riding. 

The plea follows the release of sobering new 
national drink-drive statistics. 

The figures from the Department for Trans¬ 
port show that across the country 1,370 people 
were estimated to have been killed or seriously 
injured in drink-drive-related collisions in 2015 
- an increase from the previous year. 

And although the number of fatalities has de¬ 
creased slightly, alcohol is still estimated to 
have been a factor in 200 deaths. 

Cllr John Woodman, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for highways and trans¬ 
port, said: “These figures once again show us 
that drink-driving puts your life and the lives 
of other road users at risk. 

“I urge all motorists to steer clear of alcohol 
if you are driving or riding. 

“Our message is very clear - stay safe and 
have none for the road.” 

Remember: 

• Alcohol is a confidence booster that can trick 
you into thinking you’re safe to drive when the 
chances are you probably aren’t; 

• Everybody processes alcohol at a different 
rate depending on their size, age or level of fit¬ 
ness so it’s not possible to say how much alco¬ 
hol you can drink and stay below the legal limit 
to drive; 

• A great number of drink-drive collisions hap¬ 
pen within three miles of the start of the jour¬ 
ney - so the excuse of “I’m only nipping down 
the road” is not a valid one; 

• Take care the morning after a night out 


drinking, as you could still be over the legal 
limit to drive; 

• The only thing that will remove alcohol from 
the blood stream is time - commonly held be¬ 
liefs that a cup of coffee, a cold shower or a big 
fried breakfast will sober you up are false. 

If you’re going out for a drink then plan how 
you are going to get home safely, pre-book a 
taxi or designate a driver before you go out. 

Never get in a car with someone you know to 
have been drinking - and never offer an alco¬ 
holic drink to someone you know to be driving. 

The penalties for being convicted of drink¬ 
driving are severe: 

•A minimum 12-month driving ban; 

•A criminal record; 


•A hefty fine; 

•Up to six months in prison; 

•An endorsement on your licence for 11 years. 

However, these legal penalties pale into in¬ 
significance when compared to the lasting and 
tragic consequences that could occur.

1. Encourage resilience 

Children who do well at school aren't put 
off by failing- they keep trying until they 
get better. Your job when a child says 
they're rubbish or can't do something is to 
make them believe in themselves and keep 
going. 

Don't say: Let me do it for you. 

Do say: I know it's hard now, but you can 
do this if you keep trying. 

2. Encourage planning and monitor¬ 
ing 

Knowing how they're doing - that they're 
on track with their homework, for example 
- and knowing they need to put more effort 
into improving certain things, is very 
important to high performers. 

Don't say: Just start somewhere and 


muddle along. 

Do say: How are you going to tackle this? 
Do you know you're on track? How can you 
tell you're doing it right? 

3. Encourage open-mindedness 

Being open to new ideas is the hallmark of 
an advanced learner. Start with being 
open-minded yourself, and model what it's 
like to be receptive to ideas that differ from 
your own. 

Don't say: What a stupid idea. 

Do say: Isn't that interesting? I never 
thought of that, but that's such a good 
approach. 

4. Encourage practice 

It's the only way to get better. Make sure 

it's regular, deliberate and 

planned practice, working towards 


achievable incremental goals, and your 
child practices what he/she can't do until 
they can do it well. 

Don't say: You've been practising long 
enough now, do something else. 

Do say: You're really good at that now, 
what's the next step up? 

5. Encourage curiosity 

Curiosity is at the heart of all learning 
and the link with high performance is 
compelling, so encourage questions and 
model it yourself. Your job is to answer 
your children's questions initially and then 
later encourage them to find out the 
answers themselves. 

Don't say: Stop asking so many questions. 
Do say: I wonder why ...?

Don't say: Why are you interested in that?

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5 BACK TO SCHOOL BUGS AND HOW TO

1. Chickenpox 

Chickenpox is a common childhood illness 
and almost impossible to avoid. It causes a 
rash of red, itchy spots that turn into fluid- 
filled blisters after about 12 hours. A few 
days later, the blisters will crust over to 
form scabs that fall off after a week or two. 
The rash normally appears in clusters be¬ 
hind the ears, on the face and scalp, and 
under arms - on most parts of the body, in 
fact. The condition tends to be mild and 
clears up naturally in a week or two. 
Calamine lotion can ease the itching. 

2. Colds and flu 

For standard symptoms such as coughing, 
fever, sneezing, sore throats and body 


aches, resting is the best medicine, along 
with drinking plenty of water. If fever per¬ 
sists, children shouldn't go to school and 
should see a GP. 

3. Hand foot and mouth disease 

This infection causes mouth ulcers and 
spots on the hands and feet. It's most com¬ 
mon in children under 10 but can affect 
older children and adults. It usually clears up 
by itself within a week to 10 days. Early 
symptoms include a fever, loss of appetite, 
coughing and sore throat. After a day or two, 
painful mouth ulcers develop and small, red 
spots may appear on fingers, palms and 
soles. But Dr Rankin stresses: "The infection 
isn't related to the foot and mouth disease 
which affects cattle, sheep and pigs." 


4. Measles 

Measles is a highly infectious viral illness 
and early symptoms can include a runny 
nose, red eyes, swollen eyelids, sneezing 
and fever. A few days later, a red-brown 
spotty rash appears and lasts for about a 
week. It starts behind the ears, before 
spreading around the head and neck, and 
eventually to the legs and the rest of the 
body. Anyone can get measles, although 
it's most common in young children and 
typically clears by itself in about a week to 
10 days if there are no complications. But 
measles can be a serious illness and up to 
one in 20 infected children develop pneu¬ 
monia, while one-two infected children in 
every thousand die from it. A similar num¬ 


ber are left with deafness or intellectual 
disability. 

5. Tonsillitis 

Tonsillitis is inflammation of the tonsils, 
usually caused by a viral infection or, less 
commonly, a bacterial infection. The con¬ 
dition is most common in children, 
teenagers and young adults. The main 
symptom is a sore throat with red swollen 
tonsils. Others include white pus-filled 
spots on the tonsils, pain on swallowing, a 
fever, coughing, headache, tiredness, pain 
in the ears or neck, and swollen glands in 
the neck. Bed rest and plenty of fluid will 
aid a speedy recovery.

5. Unsafe gas appliances can put you at risk 
of carbon monoxide poisoning, gas leaks, 
fires and explosions, Recognise the symp¬ 
toms of carbon monoxide poisoning - 
headaches, dizziness, nausea, breathless¬ 
ness, collapse and loss of 
consciousness. 

6. Check gas appliances for warning signs 
that they are not working properly e.g. lazy 
yellow flames instead of crisp blue ones, 
black marks or stains on or around the 
appliance and too much 
condensation in the room. 

7. Buy an audible carbon monoxide alarm 
for your home and make sure it is located 
near to your gas appliances in accordance 
with the manufacturer’s guidance.

8. Only use gas appliances for their 
intended purpose e.g. don’t use a gas oven 
to heat a room or use a gas barbeque 
inside the house.

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Carbon Monoxide Poisoning - 
What are the Symptoms? 


What is CO poisoning? 


UNSAFE gas appliances can produce a 
highly poisonous gas called carbon 
monoxide (CO). It can cause death as well 
as serious long term health problems 
such as brain damage. 

CO is produced by the incomplete 
burning of natural gas or liquefied 
petroleum gas (LPG). This happens when 
a gas appliance has been incorrectly 
fitted, badly repaired or poorly 
maintained. It can also occur if flues, 
chimneys or vents are blocked. 

Oil and solid fuels such as coal, wood, 
petrol and oil can also produce carbon 
monoxide. 

CO poisoning occurs when you breathe 
in the gas and it replaces oxygen in your 
bloodstream. Without oxygen, your body 
tissue and cells die. Even small amounts 
of the gas can cause CO poisoning, and 
long term effects can include paralysis 
and brain damage. 


Remember the six main symptoms to 
look out for: 


► Headaches 

► Dizziness 
Nausea 

Breathlessness 

Collapse 


Loss of consciousness 


Being aware of the symptoms could 
save your life 

CO symptoms are similar to those of flu, 
food poisoning, viral infections and 
fatigue. That's why it's quite common for 
people to mistake this very dangerous 
poisoning for something else. 

What to do if you suspect CO 
poisoning 

Get fresh air immediately. Open doors 
and windows, turn off gas appliances and 
leave the house. 

See your doctor immediately or go to 
hospital - let them know that you suspect 
CO poisoning. They can do a blood or 
breath test to check. 

If you think there is an immediate 
danger, call the Gas Emergency Helpline 
on 0800111 999. 

Ask a Gas Safe registered engineer to 
inspect your gas appliances and flues to 
see if there is a dangerous problem. 

The warning signs of a CO leak 

Any of the following could be a sign of 
CO in your home: 

• Flames of a lazy yellow or orange colour 
on your gas hob, rather than being a crisp 
blue 

• Dark staining on/around appliances 

• Pilot lights that frequently blow out 

• Increased condensation inside windows.

Southern Tenant Folk Union 
to play South Petherton gig 


SEPTEMBER 2016 saw the re¬ 
lease of the seventh Southern 
Tenant Folk Union album Join 
Forces. It was written following 
the May 2015 general election 
result, and then recorded in 
June and July the next year 
amidst the quickly changing 
political landscape, something 
that made the suite of songs 
seem timelier still. And as we 
know. With the even greater 
hindsight in July 2017, politics 
has shifted again and the band's 
single from the album, What 
Would You Give For A Leader 
With Soul?, now seems almost 
prophetic as the STFU do the 
final few dates in support of the 
record. 

Musically the album harked back to the more roots 
and bluegrass sounding earlier albums and is divided 
into two main strands. Firstly there are some tracks 
which have a much poppier and melodic approach 
than in the past. Songs such as the dynamic opener To 
The War, the frantic Arthur Lee & Love influenced 
The Media Attack, Rory Butler’s Carefully Does It and 
the title track Join Forces. Then, secondly, several 
songs deliberately take in more old-time bluegrass 
chord sequences and sounds. Tracks like ‘Ash’, a 
metaphor for political progress meeting the sci-fi eco

movie Silent Running, and the uptempo bluegrass 
lament that is ‘Our Revolution It Will One Day Come’ 
which concerns the slow nature of change. Plain Stan¬ 
ley Brothers style A cappella harmony vocals start off 
‘My Grandfather’s Father’, before mixing in folk fid¬ 
dle & percussion breakdowns and then there’s the an- 
themic ‘What Would You Give For A Leader With 
Soul?’, which was released as a single during the 
Labour Leadership election in early Sept 2016. 

Whilst it did look back to an earlier Americana and 
old-time sound the whole thing is still subtly different 
to anything the band has recorded before. Containing 
three ‘question songs’ in the Pete Seeger/Phil Ochs 
style, the first of these is the single What Would You 
Give For A Leader With Soul? about the hope of better 
leadership, that growing pent up desire for higher 
standards in politics and political leaders, the same 
desire that saw the grass roots popularity of Jeremy 
Corbyn here in the UK and Bernie Sanders in the 
USA. Secondly comes the professional politician on 
the campaign trail and their sincerity with Were You 
Faking When You Kissed Her? The third ‘question’ 
track is the country rock era Byrds-flavoured What 
Kind Of Worker Do You Want To Be? and looked to 
mix the politics of unionising and solidarity with 
campfire song folk. 

Lead singer and guitarist Rory Butler pens two 
tracks for the record, firstly the opening cut To The 
War reflecting on the frustration of us all being com¬ 
plied: in war abroad and in despair at the ‘war’ on 
those least fortunate in our society. The second track, 
Carefully Does It, brings a 70s pop almost Jimmy 
Webb styled sensibility to the album powerfully util¬ 
ising the big band acoustic sound of Southern Tenant 
Folk Union. 

A strong flavour of Scottish folk also runs across the 
whole record with the exciting and daring fiddle play¬ 
ing of Katherine Stewart intertwined throughout. 
Plus Katherine and percussionist Steve Fivey spe¬ 
cially wrote the Islay Crossing Set which features 
three original tunes - of sometimes fiendish complex¬ 
ity, dynamic rhythmic impact and stark beauty - that 
demonstrate the link between folk and bluegrass and 
their relation and common currency over time.

Sparkling performance 
on the Beer Wurlitzer 


“ONE of the best shows ever” was the verdict of the audience when musician Paul 
Roberts visited Beer for the first time on Saturday, September 9th and gave a su¬ 
perb performance on the unique Beer Wurlitzer. His programme appealed to ev¬ 
eryone and his clever arrangements included many favourite tunes from the 
twenties and thirties and music that reflected his travels in the Scottish Isles, India, 
South America and beyond. 

Paul has been a prominent name in the keyboard world for over 30 years. His 
concert tours have taken him to Europe, South Africa, New Zealand, the USA and 
Canada. On one of his many visits to the USA, he gave a solo concert in New York’s 
Radio City Hall, the largest indoor theatre in the world. He said that he had re¬ 
cently played on organs with 500 ranks of pipes (stops or tone colour played across 
the whole keyboard) in the USA, in total contrast to the 6 ranks of pipes of the Beer 
Wurlitzer which he described as “a sweet baby organ”.

Government’s ‘secret’ online tool 
could save used car buyers £l,OOOs 


ALMOST half of all car buyers are completely unaware of a 
completely free of charge service that could save them hun¬ 
dreds of pounds in repairs when they buy a used car. 

Researchers from car buying website www.carbuyer.co.uk 
learned that 47% of drivers were unaware of the 
government’s free-to-use MoT history checking service 
(www.check-mot.service.gov.uk/), which indicates how a 
car has been maintained and can help identify possibly se¬ 
rious faults on a potential used car purchase. 

The free tool allows buyers to follow a used car’s MoT his¬ 
tory to validate mileages, identify potential minor faults, 
spot a lemon or even haggle the price down. 

Researchers also discovered over a quarter of motorists 
have no idea when the MoT on their car expires. 

Carbuyer editor Stuart Milne said: “We carried out a 
survey of motorists aged 18 to 80 and were astonished 
to learn that 27% of them haven’t got a clue when their 
current MoT runs out - indeed, some of them could even 
be driving around without a valid test, with clear safety 
and legal implications. 

Since you can check the MoT status and history of your 
car, or one you are interested in buying in seconds on 
your smartphone for free, there should be no excuse to 
be uninformed” 

MoT advisory notices were introduced in 2005 as a means 
of telling drivers about work needed on their vehicle, which 
met the test requirements on the day but may need attention 
in the future. The most common advisories are for wear to 
tyres and brake friction materials, but they can also apply 
to more serious concerns such as the onset of body corrosion 
or suspension problems, which can mean the car isn’t likely 
to pass a future test without serious amounts of work. 

The MoT check website was launched in 2012, along with 


the requirement to display previously recorded mileages on 
the test certificate. However, there is still no mandatory 
MoT reminder service, as there is with road tax - although 
the MoT check website has an optional email alert feature. 

“Our advice to anyone buying a used car would be to make 
the MoT check website their first port of call,” added Milne. 
“It can give you so much information about a car’s previous 
faults, and also help you steer clear of a used car that may 
well be hiding a very expensive fault, yet it seems that 
nearly half of us are prepared to buy a car without even 
checking its MoT history.”
